music has been heard at the rear. 
Tho?e who have been allowed In tlio 
rone of the armies have occaslonally 
nat a rastmaatal band with drums 
jkBd bcaaa Instrvmaata aluf over 
their ahouldm, ploddtat akmv tha 
road toward the first line; musicians 
go with the combatants and are sub- 
ject to all tlie (laiiRers of the war. 

The strains of the Marseillaise 
one day reveaUd tlie presence of a 
Teglmantal baad among the ruins of 
• town attll «a4ar bOMbwrdnmt and 
close enough to tha Oarman Unaa to 
require meaanrea atratnat gaa. All 
the musicians had their masks on, 
giving them a grotesque appearance 
but not Intartartnf with thalr Iuhk 
power. 

The ColOatraam Ooarda Band, dl- 
xhH from Ams, and tha Rojal Ital- 
ian CarlMnaars Band, fraah from 

th« laouo, brought a little of the 
atmosphere of the front to the Tro- 
cadero reantly and reminded Paris 
of the martial strains that stirred 
the city during the first days of the 
war. They ware graeted bjr big 
crowds with tha aama anthvataaai aa 
Trevalled on the boulevarda In the 
memorable first week of August, 
]'.tl4. The immense auditorium It- 
self was crowded long before the an- 
nounced hour for the opening. 

The bandsman at the front la not 
a mare musician; after inspiring tha 
troopa with martial atralna and 
■when fhe ahot and shall haTe done 
their work, he diops his Instrument 
and, with the Red Cross on his 
sleeve, goes out over the field to 
pick up the wounded. Sometimes 
be helps- to bury the dead, and In 
«oma amarfaaeies he bringa up aui*- 
pliea and ammiialtloa. 

At the aaaanlt of Vauquols In Feb- 
Tuary, 1915, the band of a regiment 
was ordered to execute the Marseil- 
laise from shelter, but at tlie mo- 
ment of the charge the Colonel a'j- 
algned an uncoTered apot to the 
band, which baaama a standing tar- 
get for tha aMmjr, onljr SAO yards 
but continued none the less 
itly its mission: it played the 
Marseillaise eight times during tlie 
«nga,;ement; not a man was killed. 

A few days later the musicians of 
m jlaglment acting as stretcher bear- 
•ra ware ordared to aound the 
charge for a battaUoa that was 
«Bbout to go into action. The twen 
ty-aix men took their instruments 
and went to the place where the at 
tack was to be made. The enemy's 
artillery just then began to enfilade 
tue eroaaroad where they were ahel- 
larad whtla waiting fW tha ordar, 
Tha ground waa 9lawad by ahalla 
and eoYered with wounded In a few 
minutes. 

Tlie musicians became again at 
once stretcher bearers, and then the 
order finally came to sound the 
eha^. Moat of the twenty-alx In- 
atnuaaala had been daatad. «ttshed 
of torn -to blU b)r tha ahalllag. Two 
or throe tnunpata woM attll Intact, 
and with three or four mualcians 
the trumpeters sounded the charge 
and alternated the Marseillaise with 
It for half an hour. Other members 
of tha band becaaM saparated and 
aaalvaa to another regi- 
it of tha brlgada. wboro there 
waro tnuapata to apare; tber ea la ad 
theai and aeunded the charge. Of 
the twenty-six musicians four were 
killed and seven wounded. Tlie 
leader wsa decorated with the Le- 

flMi aC Hoaov. 

Whaa tJU raglmaal la vaaUM be- 
btad tha fpaat tfe« ■aslalaaa ato the 
only oaaa Who work; ther giro con. 
certs for the ciTilians in the towns 
where the reglmentx are quartered, 
while the combatants are resting.

It is also ex- 
tremely probable, in view of the 
present political mix-up, that the 
President to be selected next Novem- 
ber win receive only a plurality of 
the votea, aot a majority, and will 
thus be a aUaarlty eholee. Noae 
the less he will be eatltled to the 
support of the whole American peo- 
ple. Just as all Prealdenta are. —
